CIETIES AGAINST THE PEOPLE.

The labours of the Manchester Yeomanry have so much de- 





lighted the more zealous supporters of the Pitt faction, that 
they are attempting to form similar societies of licensed slaugl+ 
terers, in other districts of the kingdom. We are well satis- 
tied, that the attempt will not succeed in any degrée sufficient to 
alarm the friends of reform; but we must, of necessity, take 
precautionury eusures, lest the cowards attack us unprepared, 
und reuew the horrible scenes of the Manchester Massacre. It 
is quite clear, that these newly enrolled Yeomanry associations 
are directed agaiust the advocates of parliamentary reform + 
who are now so numerous as to require that their ranks should 
be thinned by the sword. And it is also clear, that this attempt 
to organize a banditti in uniform, against the lives of peaceable 
and unoffending individuals, is an illegal act; and will continue 
to be illegal, though patronized by the ministers, or sanctioned 
by the * high approbation” of the Regeat. “To arm one part 
of the people to destroy the freedom of opinion of the rest, is 
a breach of the constitution as gross as any act for which Charles 
the First was led to the scaffold; and must be resisted is its 
origin, or the country will shortly be deluged with blood. In 
Bolton, the atiempt has completely failed; the few who were 
ready to be bribed against their fellows being too contensptible 
to be employed; but the very attempts to create such a force 
merit the severest punishment, and the most prompt counter- 
aetion. ‘The means by which the contemptible wretches, culled 
Yeomanry Cavalry, are kept together, are generally exemption 
from the horse tax, upon the condition of dending or using 
the horse, when it may be required, for such glorious occa- 
sions as that of the 16th ult.at Manchester. The beings them- 
selves are either time-serving sycophants, who are on the look 
out for preferment, or miserable dependents who dare not re- 
fase the orders of their landlords, or employers. It is attempt- 
ed to assimilate them with the volunteers, who enrolléd them- 
selves against an expeeted invasion by the French; and this 
shews evidently enough, how their patrons wish them fo be em- 
ployed. They would treat the reformers as mortal cuemies of 
their usurpations ; and, failing to intimidate them by clffins and 
dungeons, they would massaere them in the open day ; but the 
friends of reform are not yet so tired of the world, as to suffer 
themselves to be dispatched so easily to their “ great account.” 





And if they are to witness around them armed associations 
wr the express purpose of exterminating them, they will also 
form armed associations to protect themselves. It is as legal | 
for one set of men, as for another, to enrol themselves for the 
purpose of protecting the Jaws, and defending themselves from 
violence. And while the Yeomanry Cavalry are only acting 





under the pretence, the friends of reform, have the reality, 


of having been attacked, as the justification of their precau- 
tions, to prevent it in future. Let the panders of the system 
then pause, before they dare insult us with any outrageous dis- 
play of armed force. For one battalion they can array against 
us, we can prodace a hundred. The sense of the country is 
wilh us; and the multitude cannot be overawed by the factions 
that would continue ta enslave the nation ; and whose delusions 
being exposed, they would fain have recourse to the torce they 
are unwble to wield. Having conquered the sophistry of our 
enemies, we shall not be intimidated by their swords, though 
they were to grind them twice as sharp as those of the Man- 
chester and Salford heroes.” 

Loid Grantham’s plan of cutting up the reformers “as he 
would cut up a ramp of beef,} has not answered the 
expectation of this great officer of the shaved hussars ; and ii. 
may be questioned, whether the experiment would have been 
tried with more success, had he commanded the shavers em- 
ployed upon that oceasion. His own division set the best ex- 
ample of shavine close, as recommended by their great com- 
mander, by shaving themselves; and it had been as well, for 
the system, perhaps, if the Manchester heroes hat cut their 
own throats, instead of making their outrageous para ie of loy- 
alty by the destruction of unarmed men, women, and children. 
Yet they may congratulate themselves upon the eircamstances 
of having yet escaped better than any who may follow their 
example, cai expeet to escape again from the vengeance of the 
people- 

The Magistrates of Scotland, by the illegal seizure of sone 
flags borne in procession at Paisley, provoked a tumult, 
Which has induced the Pitt faction in that country, to propose 
the taking up arms against the principles of reiorm, under the 
pretence of protecting property that has not been attacked— 
and liberties that have been invaded by any but themselves. 
lt would have been correct, bad the reformers entered 
into an association to protect their flags from any set of rob- 
bers—or to bring to punishment those who had robbed them 
of their banners. But the robbery of the poor has been le. 
galized in Eveland; and the robbers, fearing the laws will 
avail them no longer, are preparing to support the plunder by 
force.

I feal considerable regret, that no one of your 
numerous correspondents have called your attention to the 


glaring abuses now discovered to exist in the management of 


Cuaurcuers CoLLece ; which bas been so properiv expos- 
ed, and are now so notorious; aud, on iivesiigation, will be 
found to equal, if not excel, any other in gross negligence. 
iniquitous misconduct, and palpable perversion of the founder's 
intentions and orders by the present trustees, whose principal! 
use of it has been to make the charity subservient to the most 
corrupt and unconstitutional purposes. [ will endeavour in a 
few words to sketch the history of this excellent institution. 
About an hundred years ago, a native of the place, Mr.Churclier 
founded a school which is called “ Churchers Collvge,” for the 
education of twelve boys, sons of inhabitants of Peterstield, 
who were to be boarded, lodged, clothed, and taught mathema- 
tics, navigation, &c. ‘The master was at al] times to be a lay- 
mau. The concerns of this charity appear to have gone on tor 
lerabl> well till Petersfield unfortunately became a tink to the 
accursed chain of close or rotten borougl». ‘The father of the 
present patron, who died about 17 years ago (in debt to the 
College above 16001.") usurped and exercised the various du- 
ties of trustee, treasurer, steward, and visitor ; the boys were 
consequently neglected, ragged and untutored for months toge- 
ther; the mastership was a sinecure, and filled by a clergyman, 
in direct opposition to the will of Mr. Churcher, and the act of 
Parliament afterwards obtained. The College was occasionally 
let ont into lodgings; sometimes it has been occupied by tne 
tox-hunting senator, who is principal trustee; and by whom, 
walking in the paths of is amiable and bonourable father, the 
dis ections of the founder, that the boys should be the sons of 
inhabitants, has been disregarded, and the sons and nephews of 
men, strangers to the town admitted, if their parents could sub- 
mit to support in any way his parliamentary influence, whilst 
others have been expelled the school, on the sole ground that 
their fathers, who were more sturdy and honest, would not take 
“a paitin the farce of an election which is now and then exhi- 
bited. Th> trustees are curiously seleeted from distant parts, 
and well packed for use ; and, as may be imagined, in cases of 
this kink, above one-third of the number are Church Priests 
They consist of the present member, his reverend brother (the 
stque contractor to Waterloo Bridge) their uncle, and reverend 
son, apd two other relatives. This precious set who had never 
made good the defalcation of the former trustee ; although his 
heirs and executors have allowed above 1500]. to remain un- 
emploved for above ten years ; by which the College has lost 
all its interest and profit.

These 
are not the only abuses which have been suffered to exist; the 
poor boys have long been turned out of the College under a 
pretence that the charity was unable to support the expence ; 
though, it is evident, the real motive was to limit the benefit of 
this institution fer their own purposes ; and to admit the mas- 
ter’s scholars into the College; for it appears, the income is 
suficient to double the number ordered by the kind and bene- 
voleit founder. 
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Your feelings, Mr. Editor, must be in unison with every ho- 
nest man’s. We look forward with contidence to the result, caw- 
vinced that justice and truth must prevail in the end, and that 
Petersfield will be ultimately free; and Churcher’s Collece 
again placed in a situation to answer its original intention. —
